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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, Species III, in the reply filed on 
26 October 2006 is acknowledged. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 21 in Figure 2, 42 in Figure 4, and 4 in Figure 4. Corrected drawing sheets 
in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d), or amendment to the specification to add the 
reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
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on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains legal 
phraseology (comprising, line 6). Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. A single claim which claims both an apparatus and the method 

steps of using the apparatus is indefinite under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

5. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claim is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 
based on the theory that the claim is directed to neither a "process" nor a "machine," but 
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rather embraces or overlaps two different statutory classes of invention set forth in 35 
U.S.C. 101 , which is drafted so as to set forth the statutory classes of invention in the 
alternative only. See MPEP 2173.05(p). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yoon 
(Patent No. 5,972,001). Yoon discloses a surgical fastener for clamping surfaces of a 
plurality of layers of material together (Figures 1, 12, 13, 16, and 17; anatomical tissue 
in sealed contact with each other, column 7, lines 23-32) comprising a ribbon wire 
(spring 22; elastic material, column 4, lines 61-65) having a first end (40), a second end 
(44), a stressed elongate shape, a reduced stressed shape (relaxed; column 4, lines 54- 
65), and coils (38). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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8. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

9. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Yoon in 
view of Bolduc et al. Yoon discloses a device as described above, wherein the first and 
second coils form axial and radial thicknesses. However, Yoon does not disclose the 
axial thickness is greater than the radial thickness. Bolduc et al. disclose a surgical 
fastener for repairing tissue (Figure 1). Bolduc et al. teach the axial thickness (20) of the 
first and second coils may vary from 0 to 3 times the radial thickness (18; column 6, 
lines 20-30), depending on the application (column 6, lines 14-19). Therefore, it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to construct the fastener of Yoon with an axial thickness greater than the radial 
thickness as taught by Bolduc et al. in order for the fastener to function properly in an 
application that requires these particular characteristics. 

10. Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yoon in view of Wardle (Publication No. 2003/0225420 A1). Yoon discloses a device as 
described above, however, does not disclose the ribbon wire includes a notch, and the 
surgical fastener comprises a needle and push rod. 

Wardle discloses a surgical fastener for clamping tissue (Figures 1, 32, and 35). 
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Wardle teaches the ribbon wire (174) includes a notch (190), a needle (142; having 
lumen extending through 156), and an externally manipulatable push rod (actuator 164 
having sliding ratchet 192, wherein the projections of the ratchet portion move through 
the lumen). Figure 33 shows the ribbon wire slidably received in the lumen in a first 
shape and Figure 1 shows the ribbon wire forms a second shape to clamp the layers of 
material together. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to construct the fastener as taught by Wardle in order to 
be able effectively deploy the fastener with a reduced tendency to re-puncture the tissue 
being secured (paragraphs 4 and 5).
